Specification 



1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claims 3 1 and 36 recite the limitation "the server' 1 in lines 3, 4 and 2, respectively. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

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(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes 
of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a). 

6. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schein et al 
(6,388,714). 

Schein et al, in Figures 1-12, discloses the same method for causing an interactive 
computer system for providing television schedule information to record a selected program as 
specified in claims 1-36 of the present invention, the method comprising the acts of transmitting 
a program schedule to the remote computer 10, information identifying a plurality of television 
signal provider that are capable of broadcasting television programs to the interactive television 
system and program schedule including a plurality of program listings (Fig. 2); receiving, from a 
remote computer 10, information representing a program listing corresponding to a television 
program that is to be recorded by the interactive television system, wherein the program listing 
has been selected at the remote computer 10 in response to a password (Fig. 17) received at the 
remote computer 10; information representing a television signal provider that is to broadcast the 
television program that is to be recorded by the interactive television system, wherein the 
television signal provider has been selected at the remote computer 10 in response to input 
received at the remote computer 10; and in response to the information, transmitting a time, date, 
and duration of the television program 28 that is to be recorded to the interactive television 
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system causing the interactive television system to record the television program and at least one 
of a television broadcast channel, a cable channel, and a satellite channel 24 that enables the 
interactive television system to tune to a signal in which the television program is encoded 
(Figs 12-17); wherein the server communicates with the remote computer 10 through an Internet 
connection (Fig. 8).
